They're the issues for Monday campaigning

fenders’ names to be published. 
Yohn said the House speaker 
will refer the bill to a committee 
this week. The referral was 
delayed from Monday, he ex­ 
plained, because the speaker 
was not in Harrisburg. 


The bill would allow chiefs of 
police to release the names of 
juveniles who have committed 
major crimes, 
like 
murder, 
r a p e, 
kidnaping, 
rob b e r y , 
burglary or arson, and names of 
juveniles who have been ad­ 
judicated delinquent from 
a 
previous crime. 


Yohn said he worked on the 
draft of the bill during Sep­ 
tem ber, so he could introduce it 
when the General Assembly 
reconvened. 


To kf¡ep the release of names 


uniform, said Yohn, he added 
the provision that the chiefs of 
police must get the approval of 
the 
county 
district 
attorney 
before releasing the names. 


The Pottstown legislator said 
this would not, as he saw it, 
further complicate the release 
of names, since most district 
attorneys now feel they are 
working under the auspices of 
the present Juvenile Act when 
they order police departments to 
censor juveniles' names. 


With chiefs of police acting 


independently, 
said 
Yohn, 
"there would be variation. While 
there will still be some variation 
from, the district attorneys, I 
think that should reflect the 
different feelings in different 
parts of the state.” 


When the legislative session 
opened Sept. 20, State Sen. 
Edwin G. Hoi I submitted a 
resolution calling, for public 
hearings on the Juvenile Act, 
designed to test the provision 
which keeps juveniles’ names

Upper Pottsgrove agrees 
to consider police plan

The Upper Pottsgrove Board 
of Commissioners Monday night 
took steps toward arranging 
more cooperative police ser­ 
v i c e s 
with 
two 
n e a r b y 
municipalities. 
But Pottstown, which officials 
in the past have considered the 
key to any regionalization plans, 
was not one of those com­ 
munities. 
In a 5 to 0 vote, the com­ 
missioners agreed to discuss 
with Lower and West Pottsgrove 
establishing 
some 
joint 
law 
enforcement program s. 
• Board 
Chairman 
Donald 
Bliem, 
who 
also 
heads 
the 
Pottstown 
Area 
Council 
of 
G overnm ents, 
recom m ended 
the talks with the townships, 
citing a need for additional 
police services in the three 
municipalities, 
all 
of 
which 
belong to COG. 
Bliem said two areas in which 
cooperative program s might be 
initiated are 'police detective 
and juvenile work. 
“ I know of a time when this 
tow nship 
really 
needed 
a 
detective,” he told the bo^fd 
during the meeting at the Upper 
Pottsgrove Fireball. "There has 
been a need in the past, and I’m 
sure there will be in the future. I 
also know that officials from 
another 
township have ex­ 
pressed a need for a juvenile 
officer.” 
The board chairm an said one 
township, on its own, probably 
could 
not 
afford 
to 
hire 
a 
juvenile officer or detective but 
a joint program , in which the 
policeman would work for all 
three municipalities, might be 
feasible. 
He suggested that a com- 
m i 11 e e , 
c o n s i s t i n g 
of 
re p re s e n ta tiv e s 
from 
the 
townships, be formed to study 
the possible implementation of 
such program s, and the board 
passed a motion to discuss the 
m atter with the municipalities. 
Pottstown was not mentioned 
in connection 
with the in­ 
stitution of joint police services. 
Following the meeting, Bliem 
said he feels the borough is not 
yet ready to consider starting 
any 
large 
scale 
cooperative 
program s. He cited a police 
regionalization study prepared 
for COG' which, while recom­ 
mending development of more 
joint 
programs 
between 
the 


borough and Pottsgroves, also 
stated that Pottstown should 
first 
make 
certain 
internal 
changes within its force to make 
police operations more efficient. 
"E ven though there seems to 
be enough manpower, the study 
indicated the borough couldn't 
really do it at this point,” he 
explained. "Their force is not 
set up yet to do it. 
“'Rather than putting an extra 
burden on the borough, I feel a 
good first step would be for the 
Pottsgroves to consider some

U.S. posts 3rd largest 
monthly trade deficit 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
United States posted its third 
largest trade deficit ever in 
August, 
despite 
a 
major 
reduction in oils im.ports, the 
government said Monday. 
In its monthly report on trade, 
the Commerce Department said 
the 
nation 
im ported 
$757.7 
million more in goods than it 
exported last month, marking 
the seventh time this year the 
country has recordd a trade 
deficit. 
To date, the United States has 
a $2.6 billion deficit for the year. 
At the same time last year, the 
nation had a $7.1 billion surplus. 
If the present pace continues, 
the 
departm ent 
predicts the 
t a $3.9 billion defict in 1976, This 
would 
be 
the 
largest 
trade 
deficit 
since 
1972 
when 
the 
United 
States 
imported 
$6,4 
billion more than export,ed. 
Government economists are 
generally 
unconcerned 
about 
the deficit, saying it is merely a 
reflection of the world economic 
situation. 


The U.S. economy, they say, 
has 
im proved 
much 
m ore 
rapidly than the economies of 
other countries. As a result, this 
nation has more money to spend 
on foreign products, while many 
f or ei gn, 
n a t i o n s , 
w h o s e 
economies are still in the early 
stages of recovery, are unable to 
purchase as many U.S. goods. 
Aided 
by 
a 
$256.2 million 
decline in petroleum imports, 
overall imports dropped by 3.7 
per cent or $403 million in 
August to a seasonably adjusted 
annual rate of $10.44 billion, the 
departm ent said. 
Exports 
also 
registered 
a 
decline, dropping 3.3 per cent or 
$334 million to $9.69 billion. 
The result was the nation’s 
third largest deficit ever — 
outdone only by July’s deficit of 
$827.1 million and: the record 
$*87.8 million deficit, recorded in, 
August, 1974. 
For the year, exports are up 5 
per cent over last year’s level, 
while imports are up 22 per 
cent.

The 
National 
Football 
League 
provides rock’em action each Sunday 
in the fall but it is clear by a recent 
court decision that the sport is far 
from a game off the field. 
The ruling declared the college 
draft, a system by which NFL teams 
obtain college players, to be illegal. 
The league has flourished under the 
draft which allows clubs with poorer 
records first choices. Once drafted, a 
player must sign with the team that 
chose him. He becomes its property. 
Players applauded the decision 
because they consider the draft a 
latter-day 
version 
of 
indentured 
servitude. Owners are equally as 
tough in fa voring the draft as the only 
way 
to 
maintain 
player 
quality 
parity. 
There are many isolated cases of 
player hardship which can be cited 
under 
the 
draft 
proc e dur e . 
Professional football is a physically 
grueling sport in which the average 
career lasts about six seasons. There 
is an understandable temptation to 
get what you can while you can. 
However, professional football has 
become the attraction it is to millions 
of Americans 
by 
competition 
of 
balanced teams. Curbing the draft 
would end that balance and allow a 
handful of the richest owners to stock­ 
pile 
their 
clubs 
with 
blue-chip 
players. The ultimate losers would be 
the fans faced with higher ticket 
prices the owners of clubs would have 
to invoke to create competitive cash. 
The raiding of college campuses to 
sign 
“ hardship” 
underclassmen, 
which now is so prevelent in the 
national basketball association, will 
also hurt the college game. 
Appeals on the current decision are 
expected to be prolonged. But even if 
the present draft system is stricken, 
some alternative must be devised. 
Otherwise, pro football as the fans 
know it today will be on the way out.

Administrator's case 
goes to jury today 


A Chester County jury will 
decide 
today 
whether 
a 
Phoenixville 
Area 
School 
District administrator is en­ 
titled to more than $31,000 in 
damages 
from 
lost 
salary, 
reputation and status from the 
district. 
Dr. Charles Jost, assistant to 
the district superintendent, took 
his case to a jury trial Monday in 
Chester County Common Pleas 
Court, asking for damages from, 
a suit he filed against the district 
four years ago. 
John 
Killian, 
Harrisburg 
attorney for Jost, explained the 
educator is charging the district 
tranferred him from a super­ 
visor's position as principal to 
that of assistant to superin­ 
tendent, with a demotion in 
salary and status. 
A year after Jost filed suit 
against the district, he won a 
judgment in default because the 
then-district solicitor, Charles 
Sauder, failed to file an answer. 
Jost is contending he should 
get $30,775 in back salary, plus 
interest, plus a sum to be 
decided by the jury for loss of 
reputation 
and 
status, said 
Killian. 
“We put witnesses on the 
stand attesting to his former 
good reputation and to his 
present lowered reputation,” 


said Killian. 
The jury will be charged by 
Chester County Judge 
John 
Stively this morning and retire 
for deliberations, said the judge. 
Sydney Weiss, the district 
solicitor who has taken over the 
case for the late Sauder, ex­ 
plained he could not comment on 
the case before it was decided. 


However, a district official, 
who asked not to be named, 
explained Jost was an East 
Pikeland principal at the time of 
the school jointure in 1966 and 
since then has been shuffled 
through jobs in the district. 
As assistant to the superin­ 
tendent, Jost testified in court he 
is given “menial jobs such as 
making bus routes that should 
be left to a clerk.” 


The 
administrator 
has 
computed his back salary based 
on raises he never received, said 
Killian. 
A school employe said Jost 
has little to do .outside of the 
reportedly menial tasks, for 
which the district pays him 
about $16,000 a year. 
District Solicitor Weiss ex­ 
plained he had no idea why the 
required answer to Jost’s 1972 
suit was not filed and he has 
been able to uncover any reason 
through investigation.

“Save *1.361.. Redeem these 
coupons at any store selling 
these products," spys the ad in 
the 
local 
newspaper. 
Then 
follows almost a full page of 
discount coupons . . . “Save 10 
cents on any size." “Save 40 
cents on every jar," “20 cents 
off on next purchase' ' ... On and 
on go the coupons — 10 cents, 12 
cents, 15 cents, 40 cents — to 
totals which save a wise shopper 
an estimated *2 to *3 or 10 per 
cent on a I20-S3Q weekly food bill 
alone. 
The 
c e n ts-o ff 
coupon 
revolution 
is sweeping 
the 
nation and is still gathering 
power. Manufacturers are now 
distributing billions of cents-off 
coupons in a single year as a 
reduced price incentive to lure 
you into buying their products. 
In fact, in the past five years,

of 
coupons 


distributed has doubled from 16 
billion in 1970 to 34 billion in 1975 
and it's climbing fast.

There are four prime reasons,

Decisions: , 
(1) To get you to try the 
product, whether it be a new 
product or an established one. 
(2) To get a jump on and beat 
the competition. 
(3) To assure that you’ll 
continue using the product. 
(4) To add an attention-getter 
to regular advertising and push 
the supermarket into featuring 
the brand, as well. 
And what should you do to 
take advantage of this on-going 
cents-off revolution? 
Check the retailers' weekly 
specials: shop the manufac­ 
turers’ coupons every week; 


take the coupons with you to the 
supermarket and put them to 
work for your pocketbook’s 
welfare. 


While it would be unrealistic 
to suppose that you’ll make use 
of every coupon offered, a 
sampling of housewives by 
Progressive Grocer reveals that 
shoppers who use coupons most 
are big spenders whose tran­ 
sactions in a store run above 
average ($19.82 vs. *7.86 for 
custom ers 
not 
redeeming 
coupons). 


The Nielsen study confirms 
this by showing that large 
families with incomes of more 
than *15,000 and weekly grocery 
bills of more than *30 are the 
heaviest users of coupons. Also, 
housewives over 30 years of age 
use coupons more than younger 
shoppers. 


Typical comments cited for 
the rising interest in coupons: 
“They save me money," “They 
reduce the cost of products I

In Monday’s announcement, 
the FDA. said it is seeking public 
comment during the next 80 
days on proposed new labelling 
directed at patients. 
The new labelling emphasizes 


that women taking estrogens for 
more than one year run a higher 
risk of cancer of the lining of the 
uterus, and that estrogens have 
been

defects.

physicians 
should examine their patients 
who are taking estrogens at 
least once every six months, and 
that they should never prescribe 
estrogens for pregnant patients.

State House defeats bill on confirmation 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
House narrowly defeated a bill 
Monday 
that 
would 
have 
allowed 
most 
gubernatorial 
appointments to be confirmed 
by majority votes in the Senate. 
The 100-85 vote — two short of 
the 102 needed for passage — 
came just after the Senate 
barely approved the bill. Only 
after 15 minutes of armtwisting 
could 'Senate leaders come up 
with the needed 26 votes. 
The bill, a compromise bet­ 
ween House and Senate ver­ 
sions. 
would 
have 
left the 
twothirds majority intact for 
appointees to six boards: Liquor 
Control Board, Public Utility 
Commission, Fish and Game 
commissions. Milk Marketing 
Board and the Turnpike Com­ 
mission. 
Currently, the Senate votes on 


nearly 2,000 appointees and all 
must get 34 or two-thirds of the 
50 Senate votes. A majority 
equals 26 votes. 
C u t t i n g 
c o n f i r m a t i o n 
requirements to a majority vote 
would weaken the power of the 
minority party to hold up votes 
in return for concessions. 
Ironically, Senate members of 
the conference committee that 
developed, the hill had acceded 
to House demands to cut the t wo- 
thirds requirement. 
The Senate had wanted 164 
appointments 
to 
stand 
for 
twothirds votes while the House 
insisted on dropping two-thirds 
completely. 
Under the hill, confirmation 
votes are dropped on nearly 500 
minor appointments. 
Six Democrats voted against 
the bill, leaving leaders with 


only 23 votes, three short, of 
passage.

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Insurance firms ineligible 
Authority to issue report 
to handle police pensions 
on Colebrookdale problems 
In the third round of sales 
pitches from insurance com­ 
panies with which Phoenixville 
Council is seeking to invest its 
pension plans for grester return, 
the assembled council learned 
its hours may all be for naught. 
After several insurance 
companies explained their in­ 
vestment expertise, which could 
bring the borough a return up to 
twice as great as the present 
bank pension holder, a little- 
known Norristown firm, ex­ 
plained the state is ready to veto 
insurance companies holding 
pensions. 
Mary Louise Carney, of 
Provident Indemnity Life In­ 
surance Co., Norristown, ex­ 
plained she "hated to throw cold 
water on all the speeches of the 
other insurance companies." 
then produced a letter from the 
state limiting pension money to 
annuities, U. S. Treasury bills or 
banks. 
In a June letter to a Lan- 
sdowne solicitor, Eugene 
Scopelliti, director of the bureau 
of police pensions and firemen’s 
relief fund audits, said there is 
no provision in Act 600, the 20- 
year-old bill governing police 
pensions, for investing with 
insurance companies. 
Scopelliti added he realized 
his opinion, which he called a 
new ruling in the letter, would

not he a happy nor popular one 
with local governments, many 
of whom have left banks for the 
higher returns insurance 
companies offer. 
Phoenixville council has 
listened since June, through 
three meetings, to various in­ 
surance companies’ speeches on 
fees, returns and security. The 
drive came after Finance 
Chairman Leo Scoda learned in 
March Pottstown paid sub­ 
stantially less into its police 
pension than Phoenixville. 
To assuage Phoenixville’s 
horror at the news, Mrs. Carney 
explained no one told them yet 
because the state intended to 
spring the news at the next, 
audit. 
While the guaranteed return 
from Mrs. Carney's firm is

Thomas Marin, who works for 
Provident Mutual, told council 
the borough actuary warned 
Phoenixville would pay a $18,000 
penalty for withdrawing its 
three-quarters of a million 
dollars from: Industrial Valley 
Bank. 
IVB has held the Phoenixville 
pension plans, for both police 
and non-uniformed employes, 
since 1960. The same bank holds 
Pottstown*s 'pension plan, which 
Phoenixville is using as a model. 
Borough Finance Officer 
Peter Bradley questioned 
Marin’s warning. 
But Marin had further war­ 
nings, courtesy of William 
Gable, the ANA. actuary for the 
borough. The quoted 4 per cent 
returns from IVB are actually 
much higher, said Marin, and it 
would be impractical to touch 
the money now because the 
account is still recouping losses 
in market value it has suffered 
over the years. 
Bradley didn’t agree with 
that, either.

Township supervisors 
sued by Norco police 


North Coventry Solicitor 
Larry Sager told the township 
supervisors that the police filed 
a suit against them Monday in 
Chester County Court over a 
labor dispute. 
Collective bargaining reached 
an impasse Sept. 9 and the 'police 
requested arbitration which 
necessitated each side appoint 
its own arbitrator. 
Protesting the police’s 
selection of Elliott Goldberg, an 
assistant, district attorney,, the 
supervisors refused to appoint 
their arbitrator. 
The suit, according to Sager, 
is a mandamus action to force 
the supervisors to make an 
appointment. 
Sager explained that Gold­ 
berg’s position with the county 
district attorney’s office poses a 
conflict of interests. Goldberg 
must deal with the police daily 
in criminal prosecutions. 


In a letter to 'George P.. Wood., 
the lawyer for the police, Sager 
stated that Goldberg, as an 
assistant district attorney, 
"uses the services of the police 
over and over." * 
"He would be placed in a 
compromising $11031100," Sager 
said, when evaluating the 
credibility of the same men he 
uses as witnesses in court 
proceedings. 
Wood could not be reached1 for 
comment late Monday night, but 
apparently rejected Sager’s 
reasoning and filed the suit to 
push the supervisors into a 
decision. 
Detective Barry Yi.ngi.ing, 
who is one of three policemen on 
the negotiating team, said if the 
supervisors do not appoint their 
arbitrator, then the court will 
appoint one. 
Police Chief Charles Wilt said 


the concern over Goldberg’s 
partiality was only the super­ 
visors’ excuse for "dragging 
their feet." 
Sager, however, said he and 
the supervisors are not opposed 
tO' arbitration in. the contract 
talks which must be completed 
by the end of the year. 
“We’ll go to arbitration. But 
we’re not going to proceed with 
a stacked deck," Sager said. 
Neither side would reveal its 
latest contract offers, but 
Yingling said an agreement 
does not appear imminent. 
Though a settlement could come 
before arbitration begins, 
Yingling discounted that 
possibility.. 
Negotiating the contract are 
Supervisors David Devins, Kent 
High and Gordon Wampler and 
policemen Frank Holden, James 
DeAngelo and Yingling. 


The Berks-Mont Municipal 
Authority agreed Monday to 
write a letter to Gerald Cen- 
tafanti, state sanitarian, on 
behalf of Colebrookdale 
Township, explaining that two 
out. of three recognized sewer 
problem areas are being 
corrected, and the third is 
awaiting word from the state. 
The issue surfaced when three 
commissioners of Colebrookdale 
Township presented a letter 
fromi Centafanti, a Department, 
of Environmental Resources 
official, requesting an update 
about the three problems that 
were described nearly a year 
ago.The first area, pertaining to 
sewer expansion on County line 
Road and Townshipline Road, 
already is under permit, and 
BMMA has received notice of an 
Environmental Protection 
Agency allocation, pending a 
bond settlement, set for Oct. 12 
in Philadelphia. Bids have 
already been awarded, and 
when the funding is confirmed 
construction will start. 
Second, modules for the 
Hotspur residential develop­ 
ment in Colebrookdale Town­ 
ship, already are on file with 
DER. 
The third area of concern, 
proposed extension of sewer 
service to Mel wood Acres, is 
.awaiting a feasibility study, 
since the number of homes at 
present does not warrant con­ 
struction of a trunk line such a 
great distance. 
Since DER so far has not in­ 
dicated its intent to help pay for 
its share of the study, the project 
is stalled. 
The three problems were the 
su b je c t of e x te n siv e 
correspondence last October 
and in December, 1975, the 
BMMA engineering firm, Mast 
Engineering Co., had brought 
DER up to date. 
But, the BMMA noted Mon­ 
day, because of an apparent 
breakdown in communications 
between various offices in the 
DER, the most recent inquiry by 
Centafanti was sent Sept. 10. 
Another concern was noted by 
the authority, regarding 
proposed expansion of the West 
Swamp Creek sewage treatment 
plant. 
According to the contract with 
Alternóse Construction Co., 
prime contractor, work 
technically began Aug. 9, 
although “little or no work has 
been done to date,” according to 
the authority engineer. 


He said the contractor blames 
delayed shipments of con­ 
struction materials for the 
delays, although some equip­ 
ment and supplies have been on 
the site more than a month . 
Because of planned new 
'Construction at both the West 
Swamp Creek plant and at the 
Morysville plant, the authority 
voted to extend Insurance 
coverage from the current 
replacement value of buildings, 
facilities and equipment of $1 
million to $2'..3 million, even 
though in the interim the 
properties will be over-insured. 
The authority adopted two 
resolutions, one which 
authorizes the collection of back 
sewage fees from the Orange 
Barn and an adjoining apart­ 
ment, from October, 1974, when 
the present owner, Joseph 
Bartel, acquired the property. 
Both units escaped billing 
since no permits ever were 
issued for sewer connections. 
The second resolution fixes 
collection fees for the Mon- 
tessori School on South Reading 
Avenue at the equivalent of two 
treatment units, on the basis of 
an enrollment, of 18 all-day 
students and 29 half-day 
children. 


The authority noted a letter is 
in the mail for three property 
owners on Buchert Road, in­ 
viting them to request extension 
of a sewer line to serve the 
properties by stating they are 
willing to share the $7,000 cost. 
Richard Bauman was ap­ 
pointed assistant treasurer of 
the authority for the third 
quarter of the current budget 
year. 
The authority confirmed a 
statement that will be given to 
all prospective developers who 
make application for sewer 
service. 
The statement explains that 
while the BMMA is providing 
the service of preparing 
modules on behalf of the 
developer to satisfy DER 
requirements, such action does 
not guarantee sewage treatment 
will be available when the time 
for hookup arrives, since the 
capacity already is overloaded, 
at least on paper. 
The authority said the 
statement is necessary to avoid 
the possibility of a lawsuit by 
developers who assume because 
the BMMA was helpful in filing a 
module it also would have 
obligations to follow through 
with service. 
Optimism continues 
for Halloween parade 
Optimism prevailed Monday 
night at a meeting of Douglass 
(M ontgom ery) Township 
supervisors and Gilberts ville 
Fire Co., officers that, the 
Boyertown— Gilberts ville 
Halloween parade can be held 
Oct. 28 and travel its full length. 
The likelihood that the parade 
route would have to be shor­ 
tened and not. pass through the 
full length of Gilberts ville came 
to light last week, when it was 
noted that the Gilbertsville Fire 
Co. parking lot might not be 
available as a disbanding area, 
because of prior commitments 
at the fireball. 
At a house committee of the 
fire company, conducted at the 
firehall Monday evening, the 
three township supervisors 
learned the final decision about 
a requested canceling or 
rescheduling of a social party 
held every Thursday is not up to 
the house committee, but up to 
the general m em bership 
meeting. 
That meeting is set for the 
evening of Oct. 5. and at that 
time, fire company officials 


promised the supervisors, the 
question will be fully discussed 
and a decision made. 
Those officials also indicated 
that, in, the past the fire company 
has been most cooperative, 
providing not only its parking lot 
for disbanding, but also serving 
a buffet and beverages at fire 
company expense. 
In previous years, however, 
the Gilberts vile Spook Parade 
was conducted on a date other 
than Thursday, which by fire 
company tradition is the allotted 
time for a social event. 
The fire company officials 
indicated they would give every 
consideration to the request for 
the Bicentennial joint parade, 
which combines the spook 
parade with the separate 
Boyertown parade. 
Supervisors Walter Hiriak. 
Rocco Cotellese and Hugh Kelly, 
who attended Monday's 
meeting, said they are op­ 
timistic that a way will be found 
to ac comodate parade 
arrangements for the benefit of 
the entire com. m unities in­ 
volved.

to state what that figure is. 
He argues that this is because

agents who allegedly followed 
the columnist, his wife and

Amendment rights. 
Of the alleged 
campaign 
against him, Anderson said, 
“This is probably the first time

Anderson 
released documents which he 
said demonstrated the direct 
role of the CIA in attempting to 
keep track of his activities.
